The 
Hon. Thomas (Loyless, of Augusta, a fa- 
mous expert, swears that she is ‘‘Venus 
wearing a wreath of grapes.” The 
Brunswick Society of Art, Archeology 
and Sociology, swears that she is a “‘Ful- 
ton county Bacchante ang her wreath 
is made of Georgia muscadines.”’ 

In justice to the Hon. Hoke Smith, we 
ought to say that he gives to charity his 
share of the proceeds of the Gilded Ge- 
henna aforesaid. That barroom Was one 
of the powerful] “issues’’ and ‘‘charges”’ 
against him before Politics was swal- 
lowed up in art. But al] that has 
passed. “Art alone has immortality;”’ 
and the Piedmont “Gal in the Fountain” 
is described as a noble work of art.

‘in statue quo’ and other forms of sea-

MEMORIAL TO CAPTAIN HALL. 


Tribute Paid to Late President of the 
Georgia Tech by the 
Faculty. 


The faculty of the Georgia School of 
Technology has passed a memorial on 
the death of Captain Lyman Hall. The 
memorial was prepared by a committee 
of the faculty and adorted at a meeting 
of the entire faculty. 

The memorial is as follows: 

“An all-powerful and all-wise Provi- 
dence has removed Lyman Hall from 
his completed work on earth to a broader 
and higher sphere of accomplishment, 
and we, the members of the faculty of 
ee Georgia School of Technology and his 
Olaborers in this field of earthly ac- 
tivity, mourn his loss. 

“As men we mourn in him a man 
strong, yet sympathetic, just without se- 
verity, wise without the arrogance of 
knowledge, He was large enough to see 
all sides of a question, sane enough to 
weigh their merits without prejudice, 
strong enough to follow what he deem- 
ed right without fear of opposition. Hus 
range of vision was broader than that 
of most of his contemporaries, yet there 
was nothing too small to receive his at- 
tention and care. And there was another 
side to his manhood which completed and 
rounded out his character. Beneath the 
stern dignity of the soldier, lay a ture 
all brightness and gentleness. lle tha 
breadth and power of his personality won 
him profound and universal respect, *he 
warmth and tenderness of feeling that he 
yielded his friénds secured him a no 
less profound regard. 

“As members of the faculty of the 
Georgia School of Technology, we mourn 
in him a faithful worker, a wise leader, 
an able commander of affairs and of men. 
His methods were thorough, his ideale 
were high, and his conception of duty 
was noble. He expected of all men with 
whom he associated a single standar4 of 
conduct, unswerving faithfulness to >hbh- 
gation and adherence to truth. What he 
expected of others, he demanded equally 
of himself; and the institution to which 
he devoted bfs life’s best energies and 
for which he sacrificed life itself, is a 
worthy monument and memorial of his 
rich labors. 

“As citizens of Georgia’ and the south, 
we mourn in him a mana who represented 
the best qualities of the new, industrial 
south. His progressiveness was tempercd 
with a wise conservatism; he believe? 
and taught that material advancement 
was valuable only when accompanied by 
spiritual enlargement; he was infle-ibly 
true to what is best in the traditions an4 
ideals of the old south. 

“In the full consciousness of our own 
loss, we extend to his family our feep- 
est sympathy with them im their great 
sorrow, and assure them that their loss {is 
not merely a personal one, and is not 
confined to this school and its fa-u'tr 
but belongs to this entire section of the 
southern states. 

“We resolve, moreover, that copies of 
this memoria! placed among the rec. 
ords of the Gegrgia School of [ech- 
nology, be sent the family of the de. 
ceased and be published in the Gaily

It develops that as the resulf of the cre- 
ation of the new county of Toombs, with 
Lyons as the county seat, Judge H. C. 
Mann, of the city court of Tattnall coun- 
ty. has been legiflatéd out of office. : 

Governor Terrell’s attention was first 
called to the matter yesterday upon re- 
celpt of a letter from Judge Mann, in 
which the latter expressed the hope that 
his position would not be affected by all 
the legislation involving the new county 
and his court. It seems that Judge Mann 
has called attention to the matter too 
late. 

Judge Mann lives about !8 miles from 
Reidsville, the county seat of Tattnall, 
and in that portion of the county which 
was ‘cut off to form the new county of 
Toombs. 

This. would not have affected Judge 
Mann, insofar as reappointment was con- 
cerned,. had it not been that at the same 
time there was legislation affecting his 
court. The general assepbly passed two 
bills, one of which abolished the city 
court of Tattnall county and the other 
created the city court of Reidsville, The 
abolishment of one court and the creation 
of another made necessary the appoint- 
ment of a new judge, but it was gene 
rally conceded that Judge Mann would 
be reappointed, 

Upon investigation, however, it was 4s- 
certained that the bill creating Toombs 
county had been signed by the governor 
and made a jaw, several days before the 
bill creating the city court of Reidsville 
reached him. Judge Mann w&s, there- 
fore, not a citizen of Tattnall county at 
the time and could not de reappointed. 
Had the city court bill been signed first, 
there would have been nothing to inter- 
fere with the reappointment of Judge 
Mann. 

As a result of this situation of affairs, 
Governor ‘Terrell yesterday appointed 
Hon. C. L. Morgan, of Tattnall, judge of 
the city court of Reidsville, and Hon. H. 
H. Elders, the present solicitor, was re- 
appointed. 


Reformatory Bill Approved. 

Governor Terrell has now approved 
practically every measure passed at the 
recent session of the general assembly 
with the exception of several] measures 
granting charters to smal] towns which 
he desires to investigate before acting 
upon them. Today is the last day upon 
which the governor can, by law, act upon 
a vill passed at the recent session. 

Among the bills signed by the govern- 
or yesterday was that creating the state 
reformatory for youthful criminals. This 
institution will] be established on the 
state farm in Baldwin county under the 
supervision of the prison commission. 
The commission wil] take the mafter up 
at its September meeting, and provision 
wil] be made for the establishment of 
11% reformatory at the earliest practi- 
cable date. It is required that the com- 
fission shall take action in the matter 
within three months from the approyal 
of the bill. 
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Mamy Errors in Bills. 

In going over the bills passed at the 
recent session of the general assembly 
many curigus errors were found by Gov- 
ernor Terrell, most of them grammatical, 
but some of a more serfous nature. There 
is mo provision of law by which. these 
errors can be corrected after the general 
assembly has adjourned, and the result 
is that through cafelesshess a lot of 
badly worded laws goes on the statute 
books every year. Attention has been 
calleqd to this fact year after year, but 
so far to mo purpose. If the legislators 
and the léfislative committees will not 
exercisé more care in these mattefs, 
some authority should be delegated, it 
would seem, to some one Who could 
make the necessary changes to eliminate 
this class of errors,

STOVALL TELLS RELATION _ 
OF PRESS TO AGRICULTURE 


LBANY, GA., August 23.—The aG- 
A dress of Hon. Pleasant A. Stovall, 

editor of The Savannah Press, on 
the relation of the newspaper to agri- 
culture, was an interesting feature of the 
Georgia State Agricultural Society's ses- 
sion. 

Mr. Stovall was thoroughly at home in 
handling his subject and treated in an 
eloquent and entertaining way the close 
relations that exist between the. great 
public journals and the men who til] the 
soll. He declared that the victory won 
by the Associated Press in securing an 
“open door’ for the news of the world 
was equal to the triumph of the succeas- 
ful armies and ag far reaching in iInter- 
national Import. Plunging into the mifd- 
dle of his subject, he declared: 

“The newepaper is the friend of agri- 
culture in a thousand ways. The rural 
mail man rides his route through wind 
and rain, and delivers the daily paper at 
every crossroad. The planter fis no long- 
er willing to wait for the belated weekly, 
or the twice-a-week gazette. 
his news, like his vegetables—fresh from 
the gardens of the world. | 

“When the south@rn planter organized 
to arrest the bear raids upon cotton he 
had every southern editor right at his 
back. The eastern spinner bad manu- 
factured pubic ‘sentiment for forty 
years—for prices are only the expression 
of public opinion. This year the plant- 
ing interests set to work to prove their 
cage to the world. In spite of propagan- 
da, or false bulletins issued under the 
great seal of the government, the south- 
ern farmer stated hie case to the public. 
He organized his associates, won the sup- 
port of the banks, induced the fertiliz- 
er men to cooperate, secured his own 
congent f hold his cotton and cut down 
his acreage, and met the misrepresenta- 
tions of some of the consumers by pre- 
senting a full and truthful summary of 
the facts. The conclusion was irresist- 
tole that the world needed all the cotton 
in sight, and more than could be raised 
in the next crop. 

“So a great victory was won, and the 
bears were routed simultaneously in Man- 
chester and in Manchuria. Al] honor to 
the embattled farmer who wen a world 
verdict, which caused his cotton to be 
rated at its true velue, and all honor to 
the newspapers which met the corrupt 
bulletins in Washington by unanswer- 
able budgets of facts from the field and 
sanctum! ' 

What, then, should be the relation of 
the newspaper to agriculture? Assuredly 
that of “guide, counsellor and friend.”’ 
What is the duty of the newspaper to 
agriculture? To protect and advance its 
interests, to broaden its field, and to treat 
the farmer less as a separate class, more 
as a ruling element im practical and pub- 
lic affairs. 

“The old distinction between city and 
country is belng rapidly effaced. The 
country boy is helping to build the sky- 
scraper and to sustain the metropolitan 
bank with his deposits. What would our 
universities be without farmers’ sons who 
seek not only the technica] training for 
field and farm that can be best learned 
at home, but who ask for liberal educa- 
tion in all the branches? The farmer's 
son is entitled to the best and broadest 
curriculum. Not only should he know 
the elements of ghemistry, botany, biol- 
ogy, plant and animal ljfe, subjects re- 
lated to agriculture, but he should be 
schooled in English, history, engineering 
and topics related to lterature and the 
mechanic arts. 

“The newspaper in Georgia will perform 
& great service to agriculture, in my 
opinion., if it will advocate the erection 
of a spacious and commanding building 
for the school of agriculture, which will 
forever allay the apprehension that the 
department will be overshadowed by 
classical and professional schools. 

But let us encourage the farmer’s boy 
to study with cotemporaries in other 
walks of life. Wedo not want too many 
class Wistinctions. Georgia prospers he- 
cause it‘has a homogeneous people. City 
and country do not war for political pri- 
macy. The legislature does not pass rad- 
ical laws based upon principles of class 
antagonism. Away with the idea that 
the training of the future must. break 
away from the standards of the past, or 
reverse the conservatve principles of a 
hundred years, - 

Agricultural] College. 

What else should the newspaper d» 
for agriculture? It should encourage 
the most liberal and enlightened senti- 
ment towards the material development 
of the courtry, and new enterprises 
should be incorporated without fear cf 
restrictive legislation.

ing. There is mo real enmity between 
the people and the corporations. The 
farmers of Georgia aided Robert Toombs 
to establish the railroad commission with 
its rate-making power. The farmers of 
the union are encouraging Theodore 
Roosevelt to fix the same principles in 
the law of the land for the Inter-State 
Commission. I believe in ‘the theory 
and practice of government regulatior, 
but the feeling in the land should be one 
of sympathy—not of suspicion. We ar? 
told that the arliroads this year have lev- 
ied tribute upon the pcople of Georgia 
to the amou#t of $30,000,000, and yet 
the tax digest shows that the wealth 
of Georgia, by leaps and bounds, has 
increased $50,000,000. The state is pros- 
pering; the people are growing richer: 
let the railroads spread out to renier 
the people better service, and to prove 
to the world, by their earnings, that the 
state of Georgia has not quarantined 
against capital, but guarantees good re- 
turns upon investments. There js no 
place here for the stegomyia of antagon- 
ism to wealth. 


Invite Home Seekers. 

What else can the press do for agri- 
culture? Invite home-rceekers and brea4- 
winners to come among us to live. Treat 
them as friends, not aliens. Insist upon 
the appointment of a commissioner of im- 
migration who shall bring none but 
the best of that great army of settlers 
which is turning its eyes to the south- 
ward. Tolerate differences fn religion and 
politics; open your lands to immigrants; 
enlarge your orchards and vineyards, for 
cultivation by people who, for centuries, 
have made the plains of Lombardy and 
the valleys of the Ailps blossom as the 
rose. Georgia is the largest state i'n 
the union east of the Mississippi river. 
We must have more people. The old col- 
ony was first settled by the English, the 
Scotch and the Salzburgers; then came 
people from Carolina and Virginia, anda 
every nation under the sun. James Ogle- 
thorpe paid Italians to come here and 
cultivate the silk-worm. Relatively, wa 
are as far behind the other states in dev- 
elopment as we were when we were the 
youngest of the thirteen. We can find 
places in the rich hammock which the 
timbermen have cleared and the tram 
line has opened up. 

“Georgia last week honored the man 
who developed southwest Georgia by 
naming the first of the new counties for 
Nelson Tift. She will one day honor the 
man who brings here a noble army of 
workers to increase our annual products 
in fruits and cereals, and develop the 
values of a wilderness of acres. Georgia 
will one day name a county for William 
J. Northen, former president of this so- 
ciety, who has pointed the way to South 
Georgia for the crowded settlers of the 
northwestern states. 

“And, finally, the press can serve the 
farmer by building up a broader sym- 
pathy between the races in the south. 
Candidly, I do not. think this can ever be 
done by constant efforts to disfranchise 
the colored man. I do not think we are 
justified in attempting legislation which 
discriminates against any race or sect 
as such. Injustice of this kind will in- 
durate and pervert the very people who 
attempt it. 

Telfairs Court House. 

Helena, Ga., August 23.—(Special)—In- 
accurate reports have appeared in other 
Georgia papers in regarqg to the court- 
house situation in Telfair, which do in- 
justice to Helena as well as to Judge 
Martin, and it is desired by many peo- 
ple here that The Constitution present 
the real status of affairs. 

The facts are that the grand jury or 
five consecutive years has recommend?*d 
a new courthouse. The people of the 
whole county, excepting McRae, have 
intended to wait and see if the Augusta, 
Valdosta and Gulf railway came through 
the county, in which event it was in- 
tended to move the courthouse to Cooo- 
ville which place is centrally located. 
Otherwise, they aimed to move it to 
Helena. 

The county commissioners very hastily 
hag the old building torn down and 
let a contract for one to cost fully 
twice as much as the people dée@med 
necessary, or felt able to pay for, to 
be. bullt at McRae. 

Helena is fast outgrowin McRae, 
and is decidedly more conveniently 
located for the county seat, being the 
junction of the S. A. L. The injunction 
which was filed about two months ag@ 
so that the people could have a chance 
to vote on the cost of the building, 
was signed by prominent men through- 
out the county.

There Will Be Deficit Despite 
Increase in Values, 


Governor Will Have to Negotiate a 

, Temporary Loan to Meet Ex- 
penses—Tax Rate Will Be 

Fixed Today by Governor 


and Comptroller General. 


It ts practically settled that the state 
tax rate for 1905 Il be $4.90 on $1/,000, 
an increase of i1@ cents over last year's 


rate. 

Governor Terrell and Comptroller Gen- 
eral Wright wil] confer today for the 
purpose of fixing the rate, and while no 
formal. agreement has been reached ag to 
what it shal] be, it was stated at the 
capitol yesterday that it was practically 
sure to ‘be 49 milis, or $4.90 on $1,000. 

While this rate is 10 cents more than 
that of last year, it will still be 10 cents 
under the constitutional limit of 5,mills, 
or $5 on $1,000. 

In the general tax bill of 
which the jevy for 1905 will be made, the 
legislature fixed the Hmit at 4.98 mills, of 
which it was provided that 3.08 mills 
should be for general purposes, 1.7 mills 
for school purposes and .2 mills for the 
sinking fund. 

The tax bill in question presents a 
rather peculiar situation. Although fh 
fixed the jevy for school purposes at $1.70 
on $1,000, even with the great increase 
of $45,000.000 in property values, that 
levy will fail to raise the $1,000,000 ap- 
propriated for schools by something over 
$30,000. The difference will, of course, 
have to be made up from the genera 
fund or by a temporary loan. 

Governor Must Borrow. 

Even if the tax rate for 1905 were fixed 
Atethe full limit allowed by the legisla- 
ture of $4.98, the amount raised on a 
basis of $570,000,000 of taxable property, 
would still fall short of the amount need- 
ed for the expenses of the state govern. 
ment. 

This ts due to the fact that the legis- 
latures of 1904 and 1905 appropriated for 
the current year some $388,000 more than 
for 1904. Of this there is $200,000 addi- 
tional on the school fund, $75,000 made 
available at once for a new waterworks 
plant at the state sanitarium, $20,000 
for the state reformatory, and various 
other amounts for deficits in the salary 
list, pemsion fund and other matters. 

Investigation has demonstrated that the 
extra amount appropriated, cannot be 
entirely secured from taxation even with 
the limit of $4.98 allowed, and even 
though there has een this year an in- 
crease of $45,000,000 in the taxable prop- 
erty of the state. 

A rate of $4.90 instead of $4.98 will not 
very iargely increase the deficit in the 
treasury, and it will be a much easier rate 
to be used in the thousands of calcula- 
tions which will have to be made by the 
tax collectors all over the state and in 
the comptroller general's office, 

In any event, the governor wil] bave 
to negotiate a jemporary loan to meet 
the expenses of%1905, of something lke 
$100,000. 

It is anticipated, however, that this 
sum will be made up, largely, from in- 
creased specific and occupation taxes for 
the current year, 

If the state should succeed in getting 
the back taxes claimed from the Georgia 
railroad and: the Central of Georgia on 
the Western of Alabama stock, under the 
suits now pending in the supreme court, 
itinis would settle the whole troublous 
situation and the treasury would, so to 
speak, be ‘“‘on easy street.”’
